gold In central Europe, and passports 
thieves are busy on trains, in hotel* 
and oc steamers and wharves. 


Score* of stolen pusports are re- 


ported weekly to American consular 
officials. It Is a frequent occurrence 
f«-r a foreigner who has obtained a 
*ised document'for America to hare 
1.1s papers stolen before he sails. 


Americans are warned by consular 


officers to keep the numliers of their 
passports, and make speedy reports of 
theft to the nearest consul, so that 
the pspers may be canceled 
from 


Washington and steps t.ifcen to pre- 
vent impost'rs from 
reaching the 


1'nited States. Travelers are warned 
not to leave their parspons in their 
luggage, even If It 1$ locked, and ad- 
vised to carry them In Inside pocket* 
beyond the reach of sneak thieves.
